Applicant's claims require a tight fit at the center point of the nut, 
and non-fitting surfaces on the outer peripheral surface on the opposite axial sides of the rolling way. The examiner maitnains that the 
tapered end, discussed by Kato, and the rounded oppoiste end, shown but not discussed by Kato, disclose the structure broadly recited 
in claim 1. . 
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
